By  year  end  it  vas  universally  recognizied  that  I964  had  been  an 
exceptionally  prosperous  year.  As  I96U  began^  there  had  been  some  reser^ 
vations  as  to  prospects  for  the  construction  industry  and  therefore  auto¬ 
matically  for  the  large  segment  of  the  labour  force  engaged  in  that  industry. 
The  surge  of  investment  in  the  mining  (oil  and  gas)  industry^  coupled  with 
the  abnormal  and  unprecedented  sales  and  movement  of  wheat  to  China  and  Russia 
Infused  and  diffused  a  wave  of  cash  and  credit  throughout  the  prairie  economy. 
This  had  the  effect  of  stimulating  all  industries^  including  the  construction 
industry,  to  new  records. 

On  the  national  basis,  the  currency  revaluation  of  I962  has  proven 
to  be  the  most  significant  factor  in  the  gro -tN  of  exports.  Both  primaiy  and 
manufactured  products  were  g5.ven  a  needed  edge  in  international  markets .  The 
previous  strength  or  over'-valuation  of  the  Cana^dian  dollar,  while  good  for 
Canadian  ego,  was  caused  by  the  continuous,  welcome,  heavy  influx  of  American 
investment  capital.  American  investors  are  novr  more  than  ever  in  a  preferred 
position,  but  Canadian  exports  no  longer  have  to  seek  markets  under  an  un¬ 
justified  and  artificial  handicap.  The  industrial  and  conimercial  expansion 
in  Canada  which  was  stimulated  by  increased  domestic  prosperity  and  increased 
exports  has  resulted;  as  well,  in  a  marked  increase  in  imports  of  all  types. 

On  balance,  the  Canadian  economy  has  certainly  benefitted. 

It  is  expected  that  generally  favourable  economic  conditions  will 
obtain  in  Alberta  throughout  1965.  Two  reservations  may  be  noted.  There  will 
be  no  recurrence  of  the  additional  incremental  farra  cash  income  such  as  fol¬ 
lowed  the  1963/64  grain  sales  to  Russia  and  Chinaj  sales  will  only  be  at  their 
’normal’’  level.  It  fcllor^s  that  the  surge  of  spending  and  the  surge  of  opti- 
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misra  which  swept  through  the  western  Canadian  (e-nd  Canadian)  economy  during 
1964  will  not  be  repeated  and  that  the  commercial  community  generally  will 
only  feel  the  Impact  of  normal  general  economic  growth. 

Secondly,  there  are  growing  indications  of  reactions  to  imports 
generally  in  Canadian  export  markets.  Neither  the  European  Common  Mhrket, 
nor  the  United  Kingdom,  nor  the  U.S.A.  have  welcome  mats  out  for  those 
produces  which  the^''  can  either  manufacture  or  produce.  Resistance  to  large 
scale  imports  quite  clearly  is  buildirig  up,  due  to  various  internal  pres= 
sures.  How  soon  these  pressures  will  prove  effective  in  making  access  dif“ 
ficult  to  these  markets  it  is  hard  to  say;  probably  first  one  and  then  an- 
other  ccmihodity  will  be  affected.  It  is  becoming  gradually  apparent  that, 
the  world,  over,  domestic  markets  increasingly  are  going  to  be  reserved  for 
dome  Stic  producers. 

Employr.ient  was  high  during  1964,  utilizing  the  available  labour 
forc'e  to  the  full.  Fortunately  there  was  little  repetition  of  1956  cond- 
itions  when  the  .labour  shortage  ha-d  an  Inflationary  effect.  Labour  income 
rose  in  line  v/ith  fuller  employment. 

Specifically  for  Alberta,  the  outlook  for  I965  is  very  favour¬ 
able.  Development  of  natural  resources  will  continue  at  a  record  rate. 

An  incres-se  in  minexal  production,  largely  from  natu2'al  gas  sales,  should 
be  noted.  Several  large  new  manufacturing  plants,  and  seA'-eral  major  plant 
exi^ansions  which  took  place  during  1964,  first  come  into  full  production 
during  I9650  There  should  be,  accordingly,  a  substantial  increase  in  manu¬ 
facturing  output.  The  construction  industry  showed  surprizing  strength  as 
I9&4  wore  on.  1‘iost  ma,jor  projects  are  carrying  over  and  will  supplement 
the  effects  of  the  new  3.965  undertakings  being  announced.  Of  the  major 
industries,  only  agriculture  will  be  adversely  situated.  The  abnormal 


grain  sales  of  I963/64  vill  not  be  repeatedo  There  will  be  a  sharp  drop 
In  farm  cash  income  from  grain  sales  which  some  recoveiy  in  livestock 
prices  will  not  offset »  The  effect  of  lower  farm  cash  income  is  bound  to 
be  felt  by  the  commercial  community » 

Nevertheless^  with  three  of  the  foui*  major  industries  approach¬ 
ing  new  records^  Albertans  can  expect  to  maintain  the  pace  of  economic 
development  set  during  the  past  few  years » 

AGRICULTdRS  — 

Farmers  *  cash  incom.e  from  grain  shipmients  was  over  $85  million 
higher  than  in  1963^  with  the  major  increases  coining  from  wheat  and  barley.. 
Income  fromi  livestock  sales  was  also  $11  million  higher^  but  only  because 
a  substantial  rise  in  numoers  marketed  m.ore  than  offset  lower  prices »  There 
was  a  3l°  rise  in  income  of  dairy  farmers  and  a  4^  decline  in  income  from 
poultry  products.

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The  value  of  manufacturers  shipments  rose  by  nearly  to  a 

total  of  $1,134  million 0  Major  increases  were  recorded  by  foods  and 
beverages  producers  (up  $44  million),  by  wood  product  processors  (up  $10 
million),  by  the  metal  fabricators  and  producers  (up  $25  million) o 

The  major  manufacturing  firms  of  the  province  were  asked  for 
a  comparison  of  I964/63  value  of  products  shipped.  Out  of  120  replies, 
eighty-eight  percent  reported  increases  ranging  from  several  thousand  to 
several  million  dollars.  Twelve  percent  reported  a  lower  sales  volume. 

The  decreases  were  concentrated  mainly  in  the  machinery  and  transportation 
Industries , 


Tlie  overall  outlook  for  Alberta  industries  in  19^5  will  continue 
to  be  very  favourable, 

CONSTRUCTION  — 

Activity  in  the  construction  industry  Increased  by  3'^  over  19^3  0 
The  estimated  value  of  building  permits  issued  totalled  $290  million  as 
compared  with  $280  million.  Among  the  cities  --  Calgary,  Edmonton,  Cararose 
and  Lloydrainster  exceeded  the  I963  building  volume  by  a  comfortable  margin. 
Building  volume  in  the  10  cities  increased  by  nearly  5^  to  $226  million) 
that  of  the  imiral  centres  decreased  by  an  estimated  2^  to  $65  million.
